Thousands Now In Class Four 


Will Be Put In Classes 


One and Two 


General Revision of Classifications Un- 


der Selective Service Act Ordered by 
Gen. Crowder —Change Will Bring 
500,000 in the First Class 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—A general 


revision of classifications 
under 
the 


selective service act was started today 
by Provost Marshal General Crowder, 
when he telegraphed to the governors 
of all states ordering investigations to 
determine the reason for the small 
number of registrants in class one in 


me localities. 
Thousands of men now in class four 


should be put in class one and two, 
the provost 
marshal said. The in- 


structions also ordered investigations 
to determine if any men had been er- 
roneously put in the upper classes 
when they should have been placed in 
those lower down. 


The lists of some boards show an 


average far below the national average 
of 2S.7 per cent registrants in class 
one. 
Some boards even have fallen 


as low as 10 per cent. 


It is expected that the rearrange- 


ment will bring into class unc, more 
than T.00,000 men. Cases where reg- 
istrants were married after passage 
.u* the draft act will be carefully con- 
sidered and if evidence warrants class- 
fication in class one, boards will pro- 
ceed to reclassify them. Married men 
whose wives have sustaining incomes, 
M-obably will be reclassiiicd.

REDUCTION 
IN 
MATERIALS 


USED 1H GREAT BRITAIN FOR 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


NEW YORK, June 7.—The amount 


of materials annually used in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom of Great Britain for the 


manufacture of alcoholic beverages has 
been reduced from 1,506,000 tons before 
the beginning of the war to 512,000 
tons at present, according to a state- 
ment issued here by the British Pic- 
torial service. 


All the materials now being used for 


this purpose, it is stated, are utilized 
in brewing beer. 
"During the past 


year," the memorandum says, "no man- 
ufacture of spirits for human con- 
sumption has been permitted and no 
further manufacture is at present con- 
templated." 


It is pointed out that about one-third 


of the materials used are not of a 
kind that could be used as a human 
food and that about one-quarter to one- 
third of the weight of the original ma- 
terials is recovered in the form of 
brewer's and distiller's grains, malt 
combings for cattle food and in the 


form of 
food. 


"No unmalted barley is now in the 


hands of the brewers or malsters," says 
the statement. 
"The whole of the ex- 


isting stocks of unmalted grain was 
requisitioned for breadsturfs on Feb. 23 
last."

Rations compulsorily imposed in the 


United Kingdom are enumerated as 
follows: 


"Meat, including chicken, all kinds 


of game, etc. not exceeding 1U Ibs. per 
week. There will be supplementary ra. 
tions for those engaged in hard labor. • 


"Butter and margarine, 1-4 pound of 


either, not both, per week. 


"Sugar, 1-2 pound per week. 
"There are many other restrictions, 


such as the restrictions of wheat in 
bread, of feeding cereals to livestock, 
In the uses of milk, etc."

Afloo said it would constitute unsound 
financial policy to raise $20,000,000.000 
of that sum by flotation of Liberty 
loans, to make up the 
deficit that 


would follow, if there were no increase 
in the $4,000,000,000 revenue obtainable 
under existing law. 


About one-third of the $12,500,000.- 


000 or $13,000,000,000 expenditures this 
riscal year, ending June 30, will come 
from taxation and this ration, he sug- 
gested, should not be reduced. 
McAdoo's Recommendations 


"If I may, without impropriety, offer 


a suggestion as to the revenue meas- 
ure," wrote the secretary, "I should 
recommend: 
"First—That one-third of the cash 


expenditures to be made during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1919, be 
provided by taxation. According to 
my estimates, this would involve rais- 
ing $8,000,000,000 through taxation. 


"Second—That a real war profit tax 
at a high rate be levied upon all war 
profits. This tax should be superim- 
posed on the existing excess' profits 
tax in such a way that the taxpayer 
should be required to pay whichever 
tax is the greater. The existing ex- 
cess profits tax should be amended in 
certain important particulars so as to 
remove inequalities. 


"Three—That there should be a sub- 
stantial increase in the amount of 
normal income tax upon so-called un- 
earned incomes. Under existing law 
earned incomes above certain exemp- 
tions are taxed four per cent as an 
income tax, and eight per cent as an 
excess profits tax, making a total of 
12 per cent, while unearned incomes 
derived from securities, etc., are tax- 
ed only 4 per cent. The eight per cent 
tax should be recognized as an income 
tax and the rate of 12 per cent excess

(four per cent normal and eight per 
cent excess profits) should be retained 
in respect to earned incomes, while a 
higher rate than 12 per cent should 
be imposed on unearned incomes. 


"Four—That heavy taxation be im- 


posed upon all luxuries." 
As to War Profits 


Explaining his policy as to a new 


tax to reach actual profits made out 
of the war, Mr. McAdoo said that cor- 
porations and business men in enter- 
ing into war contracts they take grave 
risks and are called upon to make vast 
expenditures o£ capital for purposes 
which may prove unproductive after 
the war. 


"They are not to be blamed in these 


circumstances from asking prices and 
terms which cover these risks." he 
said. "On the other hand, when the 
risk has been liquidated by proper al- 
lowances and the contract has proved 
profitable, the government should take 
back in taxes all profits above a rea- 
sonable reward." 


In discussing the way in which a 


higher normal rate on incomes would 
promote the sale of Liberty Bonds, the 
secretary wrote: 


"I hope that it will not be necessary 


further to increase the interest rate 
on government bonds. The people who 
subscribed are impatient, of those who 
have not. Various plans have been 
urged upon me for forcing the people 
to buy Liberty Bonds. 


"There, is a popular demand also for 


high taxes upon war profits. There 
is also a popular demand that all the 
people would contribute to financing 
the war. 


"There should, therefore, be a. sub- 


stantial increase in the formal income 
tax rate and a higher tax should be 
levied upon so-called unearned than 
on earned incomes. Income 
derived 


from Liberty Bonds would be exempt 
from this taxation and the 
relation 


between income from Liberty Bonds 
and 
income 
from 
other 
securities 


would be readjusted without increas- 
ing the rate of interest on Liberty 
Bonds." 
Would Avoid Inflation 


Xot to increase the sum to be raised 


by taxes next year and consequently 
to raise $20,000.000.000 from govern- 
ment bonds, said Mr. McAdoo. "would 
be a surrender to the policy of high 
interest rates and inflation, with the 
evil consequences which would 
flow 


inevitably therefrom, and which would, 
I firmly believe, bring ultimate disas- 
ter to the country." 


Treasury tax experts are 
at work 


now drafting plans fqr removing some. 
of (he acknowledged injustices of the 
present excess profits measure, apply- 
ing .particularly to 
businesses 
with 


small capitalization and consequently 
high rates of earnings. 
Suggestions 


for these amendments will 
be pre- 


sented to congress if they are called 
for. 


Sec. McAdoo has expressed himself, 


however, as anxious to avoid the ap- 
pearance of dictating legislation on 
revenue matters.

.aken by the senate.

Jreat Britain and Canada for the niu- 
ual drafting of the subjects of each 
country residing in the other.

ies.

The navy and navy department have 
necessarily anticipated a

As soon as the navy 
hafl any authentic news to indicate 
the presence of submarines on this 
coast they acted. That is all that I 
feel at liberty to say in a general 
way." 
Submarines From Europe 


Senator Fall developed a line of ex- 


planation from Senator Lodge as to 
the beliefs of the naval authorities as 
to the possibility of the German navy 
having a base on the western shore of 
the Atlantic. 
Senator Lodge replied: 


"These submarines, o£ course, in the 


first 
instance 
came 
from 
Europe. 


They are believed to be, I think cor- 
rectly, submarines of a very large type 
built by Germany. It is understood 
from the best information that can be 
obtained that these vessels,, some of 
them—they are very few as yet—have 
a steaming radius of over 6000 miles. 
If that is correct, by hoarding their 
fuel and sharing it as much as possi- 
ble they would have some latitude in 
point of time; but of course there 
must come a moment when they must 
seek a base. It must either be a base 
on shore where oil and other supplies 
are provided or it must be a mother 
ship. 
"It is possible that they have re- 


ceived oil smuggled out of this .coun- 
try on some vessel. It could not be 
done, I should suppose, more 
than 


once. It is highly improbable that 
they have any base on the coast of 
the United States or of Canada be-

RIFLES ENOUGH FOR 


IY OF 2,000.000 


WASHINGTON, June 7.—More than 


1,500,000 rifles have been produced for 
the United States 
army 
since 
the 


country entered the war, says an an- 
nouncement ]ast night by the 
v 


department. 
Of this number 1,140,595 
are modified Enftelds, 176,796 Spring- 
field models of 1903, and 251,270 Ei 
sian rifles. 


"Besides the rifles made since war 


was declared," said the announcement, 
"there are 600,000 Springfields, model 


I 1903. in use. Only about one-half 


the soldiers in an army carry rifles. 
On this basis 
the ordnance 
depart- 


ment has 
enough rifles, 
Spring^elds 


and modified Ennelds. for an army of 
about 2,000,000 men, allowing- wastage 
for the year." 
Last week's production was placed 


at 35,640 rifles. 
In addition to the 


rifles completed, there is the equival- 
ent' of 100.000 
Enflelds 
and 
100.000 


Springfields made up in spare parts 
since the declaration of war. 


All the rifles and spare parts with 


the exception of the Russian rides, go 
nto the hands of soldiers going over- 
seas. 
The Russian rifles are used for 


training purposes and equipping- the 
liome guard. 


AMSTERDAM, June 7.—Allegations 


;hat the German censorship is grow- 


more stringent were made at the 


opening sitting -Of the reichstag- 
on 


Tuesday, by Baron von Kccheiiberg of 
the Centrist party, and Deputy Bauer, 
a socialist. 


Matters were 
growing continually 


worse. Deputy Bauer said, 
and 
the 


censorship increasingly had placed it- 
self in the service ot the "lust of con- 
quest," even meetings for equal suf- 
frage being forbidden, although their 
aims coincided with government pol- 
cy. 


The feeling among the people was 


becoming ever more exasperated, the 
deputy added. 
He 
complained 
that 


vhile the pacifists were harassed, the 
annexation 1st 
politicians 
were 


couraged, and declared that this pol- 
cy of force at home would inevitably 
ead to a catastrophe. 


Secretary of 
the 
Interior Wallraf 


gave figures intended to prove the im- 
tartiality of the censorship, especially 
11 the matter 
of newspaper 
prohihi- 


ion. 
He declared that after un ex- 


niiuation of the demands made by 
he reichstag in regard to the censor- 
ship, the government would be unable 
o adopt them.

BIG 
REDUCTION 
IX MATERIALS 


USED MT GREAT BRITAIN FOR 


ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES 


NEW YORK, June 7.—The amount 


of materials annually used in the Uni- 
ted Kingdom of Great Britain for the 


manufacture of alcoholic beverages has 
been reduced from 1,506,000 tons before 
the beginning of the war to 512,000 
tons at present, according to a state- 
ment issued here by the British- Pic- 
torial service. 


All the materials now being used for 


this purpose, it is stated, are utilized 
in brewing beer. 
"During the past 


year," the memorandum says, "no man- 
ufacture of spirits for human con- 
sumption has been permitted and no 
further manufacture is at present con- 
templated." 
It is pointed out that about one-third 


of the materials used are not of a 
kind that could be used as a human 
food and that about one-quarter to one- 
third of the weight of the original ma- 
terials is recovered in the form of 
brewer's and distiller's 
grains, malt 


combings for cattle food and in the 


form 
food. 


"No unmalted barley is now in tha 


hands of the brewers or malsters," says 
the statement. "The whole of the ex- 
isting stocks of unmalted ' grain was 
requisitioned 'for''breaSstu'ffs on Feb. 23 
last." 


Rations compulsorily imposed in tha 


United Kingdom ars enumerated as 
follows: 


"Meat, including chicken, all kinds 


of game, etc; not exceeding- 1% Ibs. per 
week. There will be supplementary ra- 
tions for those engaged in hard labor. 


"Butter and margarine, 1-4 pound of 


either, not both, per week. 


"Sugar, 1-2 pound per week. 
"There are many other restrictions, 


such as the restrictions of wheat in 
bread, of feeding cereals to livestock, 
in the uses of milk-, etc."

tures in the fiscal year 1919. 
He recommended that a war profits 


tax be established at high, rate to be 
superimposed on existing excess prof- 
its taxes; that the normal income tax 
on unearned incomes be raised, and 
that heavy taxation be imposed on 
luxuries.

provided by taxation. According to 
my estimates, this would involve rais 
ing 58,000,000,000 through taxation. 


"Second—That a real war profit tax 


at a high rate be levied upon all .war 
profits. This tax should be superirn- 
ppsed on the existing excess profits 
tax in such a way that the taxpayei 
should be required to pay whichevei 
tax is the greater. The existing ex- 
cess profits tax should be amended in 
certain important particulars so as to 
remove inequalities. 


"Three—That there should be a sub- 
stantial increase in the amount of 
normal income tax upon so-called un- 
earned Incomes. Under .existing law 
earned incomes above certain exemp- 
tions are .taxed four per cent as an 
income tax, and eight per cent as 'an 
excess profits tax,. making. a total of 
12 per cent, while unearned incomes 
derived from securities, etc., are tax- 
ed only 4 per cent. The eight per cent 
tax should be recognized as an income 
tax and the rate of 12 per cent excess

Said Mr. Rogers in 


part: 
The draft law was signed by the 


president May IS. 1317. 


Ten million men between 21 and 31 


registered June 5. As I pointed out 
in a rather extended speech delivered 
in this house on July 13, over one- 
eighth of the number, ubout a mil- 
lion and a quarter in all. were aliens 
and exempt from the draft. 
In some 


states the percentage of alien regis- 
trants to total registrants was 35 or 
40 per cent. Yet the quotas of these 


tending to that end. no bill had been states Wei-e based on total population. 


although one-third or more of that 
population was exempted outright. The 
unfair and unjust drain upon the citi- 
zen population of these communities 
was manifest. 
The spectacle of the 


young alien stepping into the job of 
the drafted America.ii

agreeable one. But running still deep- 
er was the conviction of our people 
that the alien who had come to our 
shores, obtaining our protection and 
enjoying our freedom and prosperity, 
must not escape without the slightest 
obligation to defend the United States 
in its struggle for existence.

out a resolution which I had intro- 
duced and which had the express-sanc- 
tion of the president and the secre- 
tary of state. 
This resolution called 


upon the secretary of state to enter 
into treaties for the inclusion in our 
draft of the subjects of foreign coun- 
tries residing in this country. 


On Aug. 1 the senate unanimously 


passed a practically identical resolu- 
tion. 


On Sept. 12 tho senate passed the 


drastic Chamberlain bill, providing for 
the draft of all aliens except enemy 
aliens and aliens protected by treaty. 
This resolution, upon the personal re- 
quest of the secretary of state, was 
killed later in September by the house 
committee on military affairs and has 
never been resurrected. 


On February '2,1, after repeated post- 


ponements requested by the secretary 
of state, the house passed the Burnett 
bill, providing 
deportation 
for the 


aliens who did not submit to the draft. 
This bill apparently is as dead as the 
Chamberlainbill.no action having been 
taken by the senate. 


Presumably pursuant to the action of 


congress of last August, the secretary 
of state, on Feb. 27. finally submitted 
to the senate drafts of treaties with 
Great Britain and Canada for the mu- 
tual drafting of the subjects of each 
country residing in the other. 
On 


March 2!i. two and one-half months 


ago, the secretary withdrew tiie treat- 
ies. 
They have not been resubmit- 


ted.

Here the story 
stops. 
Fourteen 


months after the declaration of war 
and 13 months after the enactment of 
the draft law nothing has been done in 
spite of the warranted ami insistent

Millions of our men are 
going forth to the war, yet no alien 
need accompany them to defend their 
common country. 


"How long?" Is there .no end

the delay'.' Can it be that \ye can not 
agree with those allies by whose bide 
we are fighting for our lives? Surely 


the cordial feelings between us must 
make possible an immediate meeting' 
of minds. Surely each nation will glad- 
ly yield in matters of detail. Surely 
the nations must not in this regard 
appear as bargainers, each seeking its 
utmost advantage. The common cause 
is far too great to be belittled by any 
such attitude. Let us get together in 
this as in all else.

ture, which has been used 
for 
many 


years in fighting many kinds of dis- 
eases.. This is. the 
formula 
for 
ten 


quarts of it: Copper sulphate or 
blue 


stone, three ounces; lump lime or frec-h 
hydrate lime, three ounces; water, tei> 
quarts. 


You can procure copper sulphate from 


a druggist or seedsman, and lime from 
a.-seedsman or a lumber or a coal deal- 
er. Dissolve the copper sulphate in two 
quarts of hot water in a wooden bucket 
or eathen jar, or if you plan ahead jiu.t 
tie it in a piece of cloth and hang it 
;ust below the surface of a quart or twt- 
of water. 
It will dissolve slowly and 


settle to the bottom. If you put it at 


the bottom of the cold water it will not 
dissolve. Dilute this to five quarts with 
water. 
Slack the lump lime and pour 


on enough water to make five quarts. 
If you have hydrate lime, just mix it 
into the five quarts 
of 
water. Now 


pour the copper sulphate slowly into 
the lime water and stir with a paddle 
while doing so. This is Bordeaux mix- 
ture. It is a good plan to slack a coa- 
ple of pounds of lime in the spring so 
as to have it on hand when wanted. H 
will keep for many months if you have 
water over it so it cannot dry out. 


Bordeaux may be used with poison 


so as to kill both diseases and biting 
insects at-one time, and with nicotene 
sulphate so as 
to 
kill 
diseases and 


sucking insects at one time. Do not 
make up more Bordeaux at one time 
than you will spray within a day or 
two, because it will not keep long. The 
prepared 
Bordeaux is effective, 
hut 


more expensive than 
the 
homemade 


brand.

Submarines From Europe 


Senator Fall developed a line of ex 


planatioh from Senator Lodge as to 
the beliefs of the naval authorities as 
to the possibility of the German riavy 
having a base on the western shore of 
the Atlantic. 
Senator Lodge replied: 


"These submarines, of course, in the 


first 
instance 
came 
from 
Europe. 


They are believed to be, I .think cor- 
rectly, submarines of a very large type 
built by Germany. It is understood 
from the best information that can be 
obtained that these vessels, some of 
them—they are very few as yet—have 
a -steaming radius of over 6000 miles. 
If that is correct, by hoarding their 
fuel and sharing it as much as possi- 
ble they would have some latitude in 
point of time; but 
of course there 


must come a moment when they must 
seek a base. It must either be a base 
on shore where oil and other supplies 
are provided or it must be a mother 
ship. 
"It is possible that they have re- 


ceived oil smuggled out of this coun- 
try on some vessel. It could not be 
done, I should suppose, more 
than 


"once. It. is highly improbable that 
they have any base on the coast of 
the United States o

iip as an account of some form of 
brutality practised upon some other 
people. Not the young

in some cases boys of 16, but lei us 
hope it will never be necessary in 
this country.

"One of the nfiiuers, a man about 45 


years old, speaking perfect

demanded the ship's manifest arid pa- 
pers and announced that we would be 
given 15 minutes to take to the schoon- 
er's one boat. 
One of the officers ac- 


companied me to the calljn, \\'here I 
turned over the ship's papers to him. 


•The boarding party had little to 


say. 
The officer with me did not know 


how Ions' he had been in American- 
waters, or how many submarines Ger- 
many now had on this side. 
He told 


me to get all of the crew in the boat 
and place therein what provisions we 
had. 


''As soon as we cleared the schoon- 


er, the Germans placed bombs at the 
ends of the ropes and swung them 
over the sides of the vessel, to which 
time fuses were attached. 
The Ger- 


mans then left the ship and, as we 
pulled away, a terrific explosion took 
place and I noticed two gaping holes 
in the side of my ship. 
Being loaded 


with lumber, however, the schooner 
did not sink and is probably drifting 
about. 


'The submarine was about 175 feet 


long and carried two guns, one fore 
and one aft, and disappeared almost 
.nunediately after igniting the fuses 
to the bombs. 


'We saved all of our personal be- 


longings and two pet dogs we had 
aboard. 
We had been drifting about 


an hour when an American de- 


stroyer picked us up. After taking us 
on board the destroyer sighted the sub- 
marine, but she submerged before she 
had a chance to fire on her."
